Saturday conferred with the Farmers 
Union committee reported that what 
the farmers ask of Ada is the donation 
of a suitable site for the warehouse 
and yard, the requisite 
amount of 


ground being estimated at 200 by 200 
feet, or the equivalent thereof. The 
sub-committee charged with the selec- 
tion of desirable sites reported recom- 
mending a tract which abuts upon the 
railroad siding just north of the com- 
press. 
This location would 
enable 


cotton to be trucked from the ware- 
house into cars or onto the compress 
platform without cost of 
drayage, 


which in the long run would be a great 
saving of expense to the farmers. 


It was formally moved and carried 


that the club offer the Union the tract 
above described, and a committee was 
named to attend to the' legal transfer 
of same in case of acceptance by the 
Union. A subscription list was circu- 
lated at the meeting to secure funds 
with which to acquire the land, with 
the result that almost half the amount 
necessary 
was at once 
subscribed. 


Then a committee of three waa selected 
to canvass the other business men for 
the remainder of funds necessary.

Much Surplus Land for Sale. 


Muskogee. I. T., July 26.-Whenthe 


final allotment of lands is completed in 
the five tribes, according to the present 
figures of the Dawes commission, there 
will be several thousand allottees in 
the Cherokee nation who will not have 
land to select. In the Creek nation 
there will be a surplus of over 400,000 
acres that will not be allotted at all. 
In the Seminole nation there will be 
but two or three thousand acres sur- 
plus, and that will be of little value. In 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations 
there will be a combined surplus of 
land that will amount to between two 
and a half and three million acres. 
There is a great deal of this excellent 
land. 


In the Cherokee nation whore an al- 


lottee has not received an allotment ho 
will receive in money an amount equal 
to twice the appraised value of an al- 
lotment, of i?tv">0. 
Allottees who have 


selected part of an allotment and can- 
not find land they want to complete 
their allotment b> tiling upon may take 
the remainder of their allotment in 
money. 
In the nations where there is 


a surplus the land will be sold under 
the direction of the secretary of inter- 
ior and the proceeds will go into the 
treasury of the nations in which the 
land lies. 
It is not likely that this dis- 


tribution sale will take place until all 
allotment questions ure settled. The 
money that goe.-. to Cherokee allottees 
in lieu of land comes, out of the Chero- 
kee treasury. This will also be paid 
under the suporx ision of the secretary 
of interior

interest in the evening in a chafing 
dish or a stove or anything connected 
with the kitchen. They told me that 
they were too tired to enjoy this sort 
of work, and that U was a greater rest 
and refreshment to them to take up 
studios connected with books, or to 
do something which would help them 
in makli.g their clothes. 


To-day 1 am writing for school girls, 


and 1 feel quite sure that they some- 
limes enjoy dropping I heir books and 
takinn hold of one of the most prac- 
tical employments in life 
When you 


think of it, nothing is more practical 
than (he proper preparation of daily 
food. What to eat, how to cook it and 
how to serve it are departments which 
no woman can afford to neglect. 


Ill-cooked and ill-chosen food cause 


indigestion, ill-temper nnd 
ill-health. 


A great deal of food In this dear coun- 
try of ours is ruined in the cooking. 
With the finest markets in file world, 
w i t h plenty of everything brought to 
our doors, we waste and destroy and 
(brow away food which in other coun- 
tries where people are more econom- 
ical Is used to the best advantage, and 
then we wonder why we continue poor. 
We might as well wonder why we are 
often plain when we might be beauti- 
ful and cross when we might be ami- 
able and out of 
spirits 
when 
we 


should be calm and 
tranquil. 
Our 


foolish extravagance and inexcusable 
ignorance are al 
I he bottom of most 


of the mischief. 


Of course every girl w a u l s to be at-

There is lor instance, a widespread

Every girl should learn how lo make

perature of the oven. 
In the south, 


where bread is made in perfection, I

must be carefully watched and every 
step of the process must receive intel- 
ligent care. Good cooking demands as 
much thought as any other good thing 
in the universe.

As much thought and skill and dex- 
terity go Into a loaf of bread as Into

tions, absolutely followed, la a friend 
worth having in the house. 


The advantage of cooking schools 


for girls is largely found In the Tact 
that the girls there learn a good deal 
of the chemistry of cooking. They are 
told the why and the wherefore. 
They 


not only acquire deftness of 
touch, 


but the^ learn which dishes may be 
served together, anil how to make the 
moat of small portions. 
The success 


of a meal depends on good catering, 
on serving (he right things, in the 
right order, at the right time; Good 
housekeeping means a wine and dis- 
creet selection of provisions. 
Bach 


young girl should learn how to mar- 
ket, how to cater and how to cook 
and then when she grows up she will 
be her mother's capable helper, and 
should she marry she will make a good 
wife, either for a poor man or a rich 
man. just as il happens. 


There is fun In studying cooking in 


a class. A half-dozen girls get more 
pleasure out of the work than a sin- 
gle girl can when studying by herself. 
Additional pleasure comes from eat- 
ing what has been cooked, at

There is a great 
deal of pleasure, too, in issuing invi- 
tations to honored guests at the end 
of a season, surprising them with a 
fine dinner or a dainty supper served 
In a style ol' which Uelmonico might 
be proud.

so much out of the ordinary that it se- 
cures liberal space in the newspapers. 
The fad that a painlul operation was 
performed 
without 
chloroform 
or 


ether Is itself thought worthy of no- 
tice. The refusal of several physicians 
to perform il is eloquent of the state 
of surgical practice. 


Now and then in some doctor's office 


or medical museum we see a case of 
instruments which seem belter fitted 
for the carpenter's bench or the butch- 
er's block than for the surgeon's table. 
There are knives as- large as carvers 
for culling through quivering and sen- 
sitive flesh w i t h free sweep and swift 
stroke, as it it were dead meat, and 
groiat saws for severing human bones 
like firewood.

iMiough lo make one glad not to have 
lived in the old days 
It is much more 


•omforlable to be carved up now. 


If anybody doubts Hint anaesthesia 


was the greatest blessing of the nine- 
teenth century lo humanity the threat 
;>f an amputation w i l h these old in- 
struments is likely to change his opin- 
ion. 
Oul of the football field men now 


and then get joints dislocated and sto- 
eally have them sel without ether and

ind accident nnd disease still inflict 
unfold suffering 
under circumstances 


w h i t h no anodyne can deaden. 


Hut in ordinary life for the most part 


we have become so accustomed to relief 
from physical pain in surgical practice 
that the deliberate preference for en- 
lurance rather than oblivion excites in- 
terest and remark. Yet only a few years 
ago such endurance was a matter of 
course. 
To-day many people, even lo 


save their lives, would not face the 
uain of the old-lime practice, so much 
have habil and the knowledge of surgi- 
cal luxury affected us. Just as it is 
impossible for him who has grown into 
the life of ease and self-Indulgence to 
lake up HIP regimen 
of early 
days, 


when he worked with his hands and 
lived on hard fare, so it is impossible 
for mo'st of us to face pain as our 
fathers and mothers did. 


Some students of the Chinese tell us 


that 
(heir remarkable 
endurance of 


pain Is not so much stoicism as lack 
of sensitiveness. They do not feel pain 
as the Caucasian does. If that be true 
it is easy to believe in great variations 
nol merely In self-control, but In sen- 
sory responsiveness. Perhaps our peo- 
ple, besides being less habituated to the 
endurance of pain as a matter of 
course, are also more sensitive to it, 
not only mentally but physically. 
The 


modern nervous tension and' quick re- 
sponsiveness may lay upon the hero 
of to-day a vastly greater burden than 
was borne under the same suffering' 
by the man of an earlier time, who was 
not braver or more self-contained or 
more the master of his own soul, but 
whose physical being did not vibrate 
wllh anything like the same intensity 
under exlernal impulse.

The 
sub-committee charged with the selec- 
tion of desirable sites reported recom- 
mending: a tract which abuts upon the 
railroad sidinp just north of the com- 
press. 
This location would 
enable 


cotton to be trucked from the ware- 
house into cars or onto the compress 
platform without cost of 
drayage, 


which in the long run would be a great 
saving of expense to the farmers. 


It was formally moved and carried 


that the club offer the Union the tract 
above described, and a committee was 
named to attend to the" legal transfer 
of same in case of acceptance by the 
Union. A subscription list was circu- 
lated at the meeting to secure funds 
with which to acquire the land, with 
the result that almost half the amount 
necessary 
was at once 
subscribed. 


Then a committee of three was selected 
to canvass the other business men for 
the remainder of funds necessary.

NO TRIBAL ELECTION. 


Rumor That There Would Be is! Un- 


founded. 


Tishomingo, 1. T., July 26.-The re- 


port which has gone out in the Chicka- 
SBW Nation that -Gov. Johnston has 
been instructed by the Departmentlof 
the Interior to call an election of tribal 
officers is untrue. Parties have been 
clamoring to the Department for an 
other election, but the -department has 
refused to issue any such order or ad- 
vise it. In order to be fully advised as 
to the intention of the Congress in the 
passage of the portion of the Five 
Tribes bill containing the present tri- 
bal government, Gov. Johnston wired 
Hon. Chas. Curtis for the strict letter 
of the law and asking him as to the 
necessity of another election and re- 
ceived from him the following reply: 


"Topeka, Kansas,—Gov. D. H. John- 


ston of Tishomingo, I. T. —The act was 
so ordered as to make it unueceessary 
for an election to be held. This was 
the intention of the committee. 


Charles Curtis." 


Much Surplus Land for Sale. 


Muskogee. I. T., July 26. — When the 


final allotment of lands is completed in 
the five tribes, according to the present 
figures of the Dawes commission, there 
will be several thousand allottees in 
the Cherokee nation who will not have 
land to select. 
In the Creek nation 


there will be a surplus of over 400,000 
acres that will not be allotted at all. 
In the Seminole nation there will be 
but two or three thousand acres sur- 
plus, and that will be of little value. In 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations 
there will be a combined surplus of 
land that wil! amount to between two 
and a half and three million acres 
There is a great deal of this excellent 
land. 


In the Cherokee nation where an al- 


lottee has not receu ed an allotment he 
will recei\e m money an amount equal 
to twice the appraised value of an al- 
lotment, of !?tv>0.

Hit It Bight About Halt 


the Time. 


So Important is a foreknowledge of 


coining weather to the business inter- 
ests of tho country that some years 
agi. our government established, and 
yet maintains at enormous expense, a 
won!her bureau for tho express pur- 
pose of furnishing reliable dally pre- 
dict tons nnil probabilities. With that 
class of our people? to whom scientific 
in vest Ration appeals tho weather bu- 
reau has occome highly popular, and 
its predictions are Veiled upon by thorn 
with a good deal ot confidence. Anoth- 
er very largo class whose 
members 


each has a system of weather forecast- 
ing of liis own, says 
the 
Southern 


Lumberman, look upon 
the 
weather 


map:- and predictions of the weather 
bureau as more guesses and promptly 
forget the !HI that are verified and re- 
member ilie ten that fall. 


As a matter of fart, from the very 


nut me 
of 
things meteorological, the 


predictions of the weather bureau can- 
not always be eoriect. Tho system is 
bused upon what knowledge is possess- 
ed of meteorological laws, which is not 
full ami complete, ami the atmospheric 
conditions as ascertained by various 
instruments If all the weather changes 
depended upon the lower atmospheric 
conditions the instruments used by the 
weather ohseiver would promptly and 
correctly indicate them and make veri 
rlcation of every prediction possible, 
but it must be lemembered that the 
sudden and violent changes are carried 
in stock in tbe upper strata of the at- 
mosph"ie. too Car away to have any 
influence upon 
the 
barometer, ther- 


mometer, anemoiuier and other weath- 
er instruments. 
These conditions of 


the upper air may swoop down sud- 
denly and upset the predictions of the 
most careful weather expert. Tbe gov- 
ernment is fully aware of this limita- 
tion to iis prognostications and hence 
tluv are warranted good for only 24 
hours. 


Tbe oldest and most universal meth- 


od of forecasting weather conditions is 
by ohstrvation of the phases of the 
moon 
It is the simplest, (he easiest 


learned and the easiest to remember, 
and requires no instruments and in- 
volves 
no 
intricate calculations 
li 


consists simply in observing the posi- 
tion ol the pew moon. 
If it lies level 


on its back, its is a dry moon, because 
it is in a position to bold water, but 
if it hangs by one corner it is a wet 
moon, because the water can easily 
-.pill out. This is all there is to it. e\. 
eept t h a t if the new moon is far south 
it will also be a warm moon, but if 
far noi th it w i l l be a cold moon There

The father conies home tired after a 
day's «orl\, the growing boys are al- 
ways hungry, and the children may be 
depended upon to eal their share. 
It 


does nol seem as if it would lake a 
great deal of skill to make an appetiz- 
ing plnte of toast and a really good 
cup of tea for mother when she has a 
headache, yet I know any number of 
girls whose toast is a scorched, messy 
lcx)king affair, anil whose tea is not 
fit to drink. 


A girl al home should take pains 


about these simple everyday 
things. 


She should learn how to broil steak 
and chops, how to cook potatoes in 
many delicious ways, how to prepare 
salads in a variety which is legion. 
Little by little, if a girl is Interested, 
she may acquire the art of cooking 
well al home, and especially she should 
learn how to make a good loaf of 
bread 


Dear girls, believe mn 
that 
until 


you have really tried to do this you 
do not know what an accomplishment 
It is, and how much care and trouble 
must be taken before you can know 
the right quantity of flour and tne 
right quantity of yeast and the length 
of time to be spent In kneading the 
bread and in letting It rise, nor have 
you the least Idea about 
the 
tem- 


perature of the oven. 
In the south, 


where bread is made in perfection, I 
have known the nook to go 
down- 


stairs in the middle of the night that 
she might see how her bread was com- 
ing on. 
This is not necessary, and 


yet bread will nol brook neglect. 
It 


must be carefully watched and every 
step of the process must receive intel- 
ligent care. Good cooking demands as 
much thought as any other good thing 
In the universe. 


An artist cannot paint a picture, nor, 


for that matter, can a house painter 
decorate a house without taking pains. 
As much thought and skill and dex- 
terity go Into a Joaf of bread as Into 
tho molding of a statue or the weav- 
ing of tapestry or the 
writing 
of 


poetry. 
Whatever else may be slight- 


ed, bread requires conformity to rule. 
You have heard old-fashioned house- 
keepers declare that they were inde- 
pendent of rules, that, 
they 
made 


things by uaing their judgment, and 
truly to look at them aa they work 


one would think t&u BO; « pinch ot ope 
'thins, a sprinkle of another, a hand- 
ful of a third, a few ingredient* airily 
toaaed together, a few magical passes, 
and out comes the souffle or the pud- 
ding or the dumpling light as foam, 
browned to perfection, with the deli- 
cate flavpr that a chef might envy. 
But these good cooks, although they 
do not own It, probably automatically 
adhere to rules. There is some rule 
that, they observe, and following this 
they act with a precision which does 
not need weighing 
and 
measuring. 


Most of us get on better If we keep to 
the rule. 


A good cook book with plain direc- 


tions, absolutely followed, Is a friend 
worth having in the house. 


The advantage of cooking schools 


for girls is largely found In the Tact 
that the girls there learn a good deal 
of the chemistry of cooking. They are 
fold the why and the wherefore. They 
not only acquire deftness of 
touch, 


but thev, learn which dishes may be 
served together, and how to make the 
most of small portions. 
The success 


of a meal depends on good catering, 
on serving Ihe right things, in the 
right order, at the right time; 
Good 


housekeeping means a wine and dis- 
creet selection of provisions. 
Bach 


young girl should learn how to mar- 
ket, how fo cater and how to cook 
and then when she grows up she will 
be her mother's capable helper, and 
should she marry she will make a good 
wife, either for a poor man or a rich 
man. just as it happens. 


There is fun in .studying cooking in 


a class. A half-dozen girls get more 
pleasure out of the work than a sin- 
gle girl can when studying by herself. 
Additional pleasure comes from eat- 
ing what has been cooked, at 
the 


close of the lesson. There is a great 
deal of pleasure, too, in issuing invi- 
tations to honored guests at Ihe end 
of a season, surprising them with a 
fine dinner or a dainty supper served 
in a style of which Uelmonleo might 
be proud.

heroic treatment al Bellevue Is to-day 
so much out of the ordinary that it se- 
cures liberal space in the newspapers. 
The fad that a painlul operation was 
performed 
without 
chloroform 
or 


ether Is iiselt thought worthy of no- 
tice. The refusal of several physicians 
10 perform it is eloquent of Ihe state 
of surgical practice. 


Now and then in some' doctor's office 


or medical museum we see a case ol 
instruments which seem belter fitted 
for the carpenter's bench or the butch- 
er's block than for the surgeon's table. 
There are knives as large as carvers 
for c u t t i n g through quivering and sen- 
sitive flesh w i t h free- sweep and swift 
stroke, as )t it were dead meat, and 
groiat saws for severing human bones 
like firewood. 
The sight ol them is 


enough to make one glad nol to have 
lived in the old days 
It is much more 


comfortable to be carved up now. 


If anybody doubts that anaesthesia 


was the greatest blessing of the nine- 
teenth century to humanity the threat 
of an amputation w i t h these old in- 
struments is likely to change his opin- 
ion. Oul of Ihe football field men now 
and then get joints dislocated and sto- 
ically have them set without ether and 
rush hack into the' scramble 
Hat 1 le 


and accident nnd disease still inflict 
untold suffering 
under circumstances 


w h i c h no anodyne can deaden. 


Hut in ordinary life for the most part 


we have become so accustomed to relief 
from physical pain in surgical practice 
that the deliberate preference for en- 
durance rather than oblivion excites in- 
terest and remark. Yet only a few years 
ago such endurance was a matter of 
course. 
To-day many people, even lo 


save their lives, would not face the 
uain of the old-lime practice, so much 
have liabil and the knowledge of surgi- 
cal luxury affected us. Just as it is 
impossible for him who has grown Into 
the life of ease and self-indulgence to 
lake up HIP regimen 
of early 
days, 


when he worked with his hands and 
lived on hard fare, so it is impossible 
for mo'st of us to face pain as our 
fathers and mothers did. 


Some students of the Chinese tell us 


I hat 
(heir remarkable endurance of 


pain Is not so much stoicism as lack 
of sensitiveness. 
They do not feel pain 


as the Caucasian does. 
If that be true 


it is easy to beli,eve in great variations 
nol merely In self-control, but In sen- 
sory responsiveness. Perhaps our peo- 
ple, besides being less habituated to the 
endurance of pain as a matter of 
course, are also more sensitive to it, 
not only mentally but physically. 
The 


modern nervous tension and' quick re- 
sponsiveness may lay upon the hero 
of to-day a vastly greater burden than 
was borne under the same suffering 
by the man of an earlier time, who was 
not braver or more self-contained pr 
more the master of his own soul, but 
whose physical being did not vibrate 
wllh anything like the same Intensity 
under exlernal impulse.
